HE letost message from 
Marshal Bulganin to Pre-

Outer Space 


WEEK ago the Soviet 
Foreign. Miniatry’s note 
sald that Russia was ready 
“to discuss President Elsen- 
hower’s proposal for a ban 
on the uso of outer space 
for other than peaceful pur- 
poses, but linked it with a 
demand for elimination of 
overseas bases. 
The United States has been 
adamant in its stand that it 
will not accept the Jinking 
of those two jesues, but tho 
Jatest Bulganin letter again 
tles outcr space with the 
roposed agenda item on 
‘orolgn, bases, a 
Marshal Bulganin also rejects 
the Elsenhower proposal 
that the United States and 
tho Soviet’ Union both re- 
nounco the. use of the veto 
in the United Nations 
Security Council on issues 
within tho terms of tho UN 
Charter relating to the 
pacific settlement of dis- 
putes.

: Is Over —

Sir George Bolton, one of Britain’s leading bankers 
and an authority on international finance, said 
today that times everywhere have changed 
permanently and that the world economic 


boom is over. 


He forecast that the world 
was entering a new crn In the 
international economic field 
which would be characterised 
by the growing capacity of 
Sovict _ Russia and China to 
export raw material and to 
finance and export  capitat 
goods on o substantial scale, 


“I beHevo that times have 
changed permancotly,” he 
sald. “I think the boom fs 
over and money and profits 
will bo moro. diMeult than in 
tho past Commoditles are 
not going to be sold in 
greater quantitics or ab 
higher prices for ao very long 
time ¢o come.” 


Sir George was discussing 
his drst annual report os the 
new Chairman of the Bank of 
London and South America. 
Until he took over the post Jast 
year ‘he was a full time 
director of the, Bank of England 
and in charge of the Britain's 
international monetary policy. 
Fe ati}l remains ao part time 
director of the Bank of 
England 


In his report, issued today, 
Sir George deseribed the new 
economic “cra into which he 
belicved the world was moving, 
when he said:

“It would perhaps — be 
prudent for the business world 
to accept as a fact that
